The  ethics,  the  habits  of  spiritual 
lives  as  demonstrated  in  the  lives  of  the 
nuns,  all  these  had  a nrofound  effect 
uocn  me.  Later  when  I was  rearing  ray 
familty,  I seemed  to  inculcate  in  the 
children  s lives  the  very  attributes  of 
those  beloved  teachers."
